A.—ABUNDANCE ов SoancrrY or SUPPLY IN THB Dazans, 


In Paiamow proper the state of the grain markets has much improved during the last 
fortnight or three weeks, and for the present, at any rate, I see no reason for apprehending a 
failare of supply. This is owing, first, to the seasonable rain which fell in February and the 
early part of March bavin; caused a wonderful increase in the anticipated outturn of the cold 
жекет crops, and, secondly, to the magnificent егор of mohwa fruit that has just been gathered 
ST may, in feet, mention that when in Garwah a few days ago with the Deputy Gommis- 
sioner we were informed by the mahajans and traders of that place that, since the rubboe grains 
ине иймей in the markets and the result of the mobwa crop has become known, the 
demand for rice as а staple has materially decreased, and the strain on stocks considerably 
engl. 

In my last narrative I stated, with reference to pergunnahs Belounjah and Jupla, that 
there were grounds for apprehending a failure of supply in these tracts later in the season, 
Repirts recently receive from Lieutenant Grey, within whose circle these two pergunnahs 
we indonbtedly induce me to regard the condition of these tracts more hopefully than I 
did; still, with the very imperfect information in regard to stocks we at present possess, T 
thik it better to be on the safe side by being prepared with a stock sufficient to meet any 
contingency that might hereafter arise. 1 have already reported (vide fourth narrative, 
healing D) the establishment of two golahs, one at Manjhiawan in Belounjah, and the other at 
Hosinabad in Jupla, and these I am stocking with rice now being imported from Dehri, and 
which it was originally intended to store in the central golah at Daltongunge, With 
Merenee to the establishment of а golah in the town of Garwah (see also heading D, referred 
to above), I would mention that, after very careful enquiry made during the course of а recent 
visit to the town, and in consultation with the Deputy Commissioner, I have abandoned the 
idea of establishing a golah there. 

Kind and prices of grain selling at one or more specified principal татів. АП the rbbee 
grins are now to be had in the bazars, gram is being freely oflered at 14.10 15 seers per 
rapee, and makai continues to be imported in small quantities from Sirgoojah. The mohwa 
fruit, not. being thoroughly dried, is not yet being offered in any quantity, but the excellent 
crop that has been gathered, together with the favorable result of the rubbee harvest, have 
lowered the prive of rice for the present and given great confidence to the people at large, во 
much so that the traders at Garwah are now of opinion that, if the ensuing monsoon opens 
‚ favorably, the price of rice is not likely to rise beyond 10 to 10$ seers per rupee,

Prices are now not so very high in 
Pelamow, and as private importations are expected to last for two months 
more, the tract may be, it is hoped, safe for the present.

The Government advances of grain to these latter аге reported to be much sought 
after, and to have done good. Nearly 10,000 maunds have already been so 
advanced. There has been a little rain, but not enough to fill the tanks. 1f, 
however, water is'easily procurable by digging wells to the depth of only а few 
fect, there ought to be no lasting distress from the want of drinking-water. 

2. The numbers on roads are now reported to be only 9,898 in all; and 
the total number employed in the district on these and minor works, to be 
19445. Large numbers are, however, employed on private works executed 
with Government advances. 

3. Тһе numbers receiving charitable relief are put down at 5,776, of 
whom 5,070 receive doles of cooked rice. 

4, On the whole this report is satisfactory, as showing that, distress has, 
as yet, been sufficiently met by the provision of work made, by the charitable 
relief organisation, and by the arrangements for assisting cultivators initiated 
by the Deputy Commissioner.

8, No remarkable fluctuation of excise is observable. The abkari revenue bas not been 
materially affected by the high price of food. 

9, Relief works.— The rglief works which are being carried on at the expense of Govern- 
ment, consist solely of tanks which are generally by the sides of roads, either existing or 
projected ; besides these, which are entirely paid for from Government fands, are others to 
which grants have been made in aid of local payments. Those which are paid for from Govern. 
ment funds are being supervised bv Government officers under the control of Babu Dwarka 
Nath Sarkar of the Public Works Department. Both the system of task-work and that of 
daily wages are being carried on side by side in the same works, but the quantities of work done 
under each are separately measured. ^ The wages allowed for those drawing daily pay are just 
enough to provide а bare subsistence for the individual receiving them, and no one is allowed 
‘to draw daily wages who would by his labor be able without great difficulty to earn more by 
task-work. For task-work the wages are sufficient to give an able-bodied man from 2 as. to 
Зав, or even more per diem. I do not say that we could not lave got laborers for less, and it 
may possibly be thought that I ought not to have given them the lowest possible rates, I до" 
mot agree with this view, since by giving fair wages we have enabled many of the cultivators 
to carry on their cultivation, working for 3 or 4 days at atime at the tanks, and then returning 
fora day or two to the plough ; or in the сазе of those close to the works, doing tank-work 
inthe morning, and ploughing in the afternoon. The work has во far been economichlly done; 
those of our tanks of which the excavation has been completed һауе been dug for little over 
Rs, 2 per 1000 feet, The principal measure of relief bas been the grant of tuccavee loans, In 
most instances I have taken advantage of the Government orders relating to village works, and 
have promised to allow a certain proportion (usually j or 1, but sometimes }) of the cost to 
memain mnrecovered if the work be useful and satisiactorily executed. I have done this freely, 
for I am quite sure that these promises have induced many persons to take loans who would 

se have done nothing. In that case we should have bad to undertake extensive 
telief works at the sole expense of Government; it is obviously more economical for Governs 
nent to pay a quarter, or а third, than to pay all. I hope I shall not incur the serious 
displeasure of Government if the event shall show that in some instances the loans have 

granted, after somewhat less rigorous investigation than might have been desirable. К

8. The Lieutenant-Governor would earnestly recommend that by way of

9. The Lieutenant.Governor would mention here that he proposes to 
allow Colonel MacGregor (of the Quarter-Master-General’s Department), who 
superintends the transport arrangements, to notify from time to time to the 
traffic department such alterations as may be necessary in the above pro- 
‘gramme for the grain despatches. Colonel MacGregor will be careful not to 
call upon the railway to make a larger despatch of Government grain than 
1,200 tons in any one day.

“ That portion of the reserve which consists of camels and ponies collected. 
“in Northern India from great distances may not unnaturally have attracted 
“some notice, and may perhaps appear at first sight to involve unneces; 
“labor and trouble. “But reflection on the nature of the case will show the 
“ expediency, almost the necessity, of so arranging, that with so large a number 
“of animals in service, the whole should not be of one kind. Otherwise an 
“epidemic might have simultaneously prostrated most of the animals on my 
“ line of transit: and there have been apprehensions especially of such disease 
“breaking out among the bullocks. At one period such fear much prevailed 
“and had the symptoms become at all aggravated, we were quite prepared to 
“bring into the field ponies and camels to a number double that which we 
“ actually have produced.” 

“When the main transport work is over, these ponies and mules will be 
* most useful during the rains in distributing supphes among the vill 
“when all the bullocks of the country are required for agriculture. With this 
“view, I have further ordered all the pack-ponies, which are abundant in the 
*5 Purneah district, to be enrolled and retained for service, if needed.” 

“ The rates of payment arranged with the various contractors were certainly 
* much higher than но of ordinary times; and from this an inference seems 
“to have been drawn thatamdue liberality was shown by the local authorities 
“in framing the contracts. Such augmentation of rates was, however, to be 
— under the stress of an intense demand when the prices: of main agri- 
“ cultural staples were double, or even treble, the average of ordinary years. In 
** most districts the rates have proved sufficient to ensure suecess, and doubtless

Some instances are narrated of the 
м profits of individuals from piece-work labor, which may be exaggerated. But 
u there are many authenticated instances of laborers, with the help of their 
и wives and children, earning amounts daily either in kind or in cash, which 
« prove a diligence and an energy which would hardly be believed were it not 
« thus demonstrated. The surplus earnings over and above subsistence are 
“all saved up against that dreaded interval of time between the closing 
ч of the works (ere the commencement of the rains; and the gathering of the 
“next crop. Such remarkable and pfaiseworthy conduct is not, I fear, 
“evinced by more than a small number out of the whole.” 


* Others manage to earn by picee-work, in a very few hours, enough for 
* daily food, and then spend the rest of the day in working up their parehed 
“ fields in the hope of showers. With some families, again, all the members 
‘used to work; presently the man learns how to earn single-handed enough 
* for himself dd his family. Then he naturally leaves ‘his wife and child- 
“yen at home with their domestic duties, and he labours alone on the 
“works. Such classes of instances and others that might be produced 
“are creditable to the people, though probably they do not comprise more 
“than a large minority out of the total. Still, according to the best inform- 
“ation, it appears that in very many cases, under the liberal piece-work rules, 
* a family does carn from four to five seers a day, on which quantity they can 
“live and save a little besides. It is for this reason that I have authorized 
* the trial of a slightly reduced rate, wherever it is deemed safe by the officers

«obtain advances, do really need assistance, as each individual case must have

“extremity. If the relief works did not exist, the great. majority would have 
"literally nothing to eat; some might have enough for a very few days. 
“None could get any bread-winning employment until the rains begin, and 
ч during the interval, between the middle of May and the beginning of the rains, 
“it is difficult to understand how any of them could preserve themselves from 
* miserable emaciation, or how the majority could escape death. А restrospect 
= of these operations shows that the people were at the outset remarkably slow 
“ to avail themselves of the relief works; that in many tracts severe distress 
“first became known, not at all by the people using their opportunities of com- 
“plaining, but by the investigations of our own officers; that in the less

4. Prices show a tendency to rise generally, though, on the whole, pretty 
steady, Throughout the Burdwan Division there has 
been a slight rise in all districts except Beerbhoom, 
In the Presidency Division, grain is decidedly dearer in Calentta and in 
Jessore, though in the latter district the last weekly returns show symptoms 
of a fall. In the Rajshahye Division, there has been a rise of prices in Ва} 
shahye, Rungpore, and Водга; they have fallen somewhat in Dinagepore. № 
Maldah and Pubna a rise in the middle of the fortnight has been followed by + 
a fall to former level at its end. In Julpigoree there has been a sudden rise 
from 11 seers to 8, which has caused a good deal of distress. Prices remain 
steady in Mymensingh und Backergunge, and have risen considerably in Dacca, 
Sylhet, the Chittagong Hill Tracts, and Hill Tipperah. In Noakhally they are 
lower; and in Furreedpore common rice remains stationary, while other grains 
are somewhat higher. Throughout Behar prices have only risen in the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs, and they have fallen somewhat in Patna (except in the case of 
barley and gram, which have risen from 19 to 18 seers), Sarun, Chumparun, and 
Monghyr. In the other districts there is but little change. In Chota Nagpore, 

rices have risen in Manbhoom and Hazareebagh, while they have, fallen some- 
what in Lohardugga. In Orissa, there is no change in Cuttack, but the marl 
has an upward tendency in Balasore.

7. There isa general complaint of the want of rain in this division, 
and the continued drought has aggravated the 
s distress and inereused the numbers on relief works ; 
put since the fortnightly reports were r ceived, ubundant rain has been 
roported from Chumparun, and nearly an inch has fallen in Mozufferpore. 
In parts of Seetamurhee and in the south of Durbhunga, where rain bad fallen, 
a considerable breadth of land has been sown; but in the greater part of these 
sub-divisions, and nearly the whole of Mudhoobunnee, no sowings had been 
practicable. Wherever land could be sown, seed has been procurable by those 
who had money to pay for it, and the general impression seems to be that, 
except in Ramnuggur, where the Taroos, relying upon Government aid, have 
recklessly consumed their seed-grain, and іп a few villages'scattered through- 
out the country, sufficient seed will be forthcoming, though its price will be 
high.

grains. There has been no difficulty about seed, and tho crops promise 
remarkably well. In the Govindgunge circle of Rungpore some difficulty in 
procuring seed will probably be felt, but only from the poverty ‘of the people, 
and arrangements are being made for giving advances to those who are unable 
to pay the present high prices. Cholera has appeared in Dinagepore, Raj- 
shahye, and parts of Moorshedabad. Though there has been no great distress 
in any of the districts of this division, except some bad cases in the Molong 
and Mahigunge circles, which have been sought out and relieved in time, yet 
the numbers on relief-work and in the receipt of charitable relief have appa- 
rently increased on the whole, though some of the district returns are imperfect, 
and the increase cannot be accurately stated. Of those districts in which the 
returns are complete, the increase is most marked in Rungpore, a district which 
evidently needs, and has received, great attention. The group organisation 
has been perfected there, and the Relief Commissioner is now encam 
in the district, and giving it his special attention. Bogra, which was said in 
last narrative to be in a critical state, has certainly improved, and. the rainfall 
has been ample. 

15. Owing to a sudden outbreak of distress in the north of Julpigorea, the 
Cooch Behar Division must now be added to the list 
of distressed divisions. Supplies of grain have been , 
sent into the district from Purneah, which will amount to 50,000 maunds; and 
40,000 are being kept in reserve in Kaligunge ready to be moved m the 
Teesta, in case they should be wanted. ‘The stores of the Northern pm 
Railway will also Бе available to supply immediate necessities. On the 
representation of the Commissioner that further relief works were urgently 
wanted jn the district, sanction has been given for the extension of a portion of 
the earthwork of Northern Bengal Railway from Julpigoree towards the foot 
of the hills.

As it is manifestly of the first importance to note exactly from time to + 
time the progress of affairs in the famine districts, to see how far the reality 
corresponds with or differs from the estimates, and to judge whether our 

parations are proving adequate for the instant, and for the coming needs 
present two statements showing for each of the distressed districts— ' 
1st.—The number of persons actually receiving assistance from Govern. 
ment on or about the Ist May. 
2nd.—The number estimated in my various minutes to be receiving 
assistance on that date. ? 
3rd,—The quantity of grain which might have been expected to be 
consumed by that date according to those estimates (that is, the 
amount provided in the allotments). 
4th.—The quantity which actually has been expended. 
5th.—The quantity actually stored up to that date. 
6th.—The total amount allotted to each district for the whole period of 
the distress. 

2. It will be seen, then, that on or about ће 1st May 2,224,965 persons, 
or two millions and a quarter, were receving assistance of some kind from 
Government, and that the estimate showed 2,721,000 persons, or nearly two 
millions and three-quarters. 

On the whole, the numbers seem to show that the estimate was a fairly 
safe one, sufficiently embracing the eventualities of the distress. 

8. The actual result thus far coincides nearly with the estimate in the 
following districts :—

The result exceeds the estimate in only two districts, namely—

Sohe of m grain thus Терісі has 
been disposed of by them. The exact quantity cannot now be stated. Those 
who purchase grain from these persons do indirectly receive assistance from 
Government; they would form some addition to the total as given in the 
statement. 

7. The figures are taken for the Ist May, and they represent the state of 
things in the last week of April rather than the first week of Мау. Writingin 
the middle of May, I know that there has been an increase since the 1st May in 
almost all districts. If, therefore, the estimate be taken as meaning the average 
number for the month (which it does mean), then I have to state that in May 
the actual distress (measured by the number of persons receiving assistance 
from Government) is, on the whole, quite as great as my estimate. The worst 
month, however, June, has yet to come; we have still to see whether the 
numbers amount up to the large estimate framed for that month (3,500,000, or 
4 millions of persons.)

Minute by the Нох’вьв Sin RICHARD TEMPLE, ҡ.с.вл., Lieutenant- Governor of 
Bengal, dated 16 May 1874. 


Tur time has come when I should state the provision which might 
properly be made for water-carriage during the coming rainy reason, I say 
“ might properly” instead of ** must ;” because out of 850,000 tons of grain to 
be carried by Jand-carriage from the north bank of the Ganges, 300,000 tons, 
six-sevenths of the whole, were so carried before the middle of May, leaving 
only 50,000 tons, or one-seventh, to be carried. It may be presumed that all 
the quantities will be carried to their various destinatious by the middle of 
June. 

2. Considering that besides the 350,000 tons there are 20,000 tons for 
districts south of the Ganges, making in all 370,000 tons; that this allotment 
was made as being sufficient for the sustenance of 3} millions of persons 
requiring assistance in some shape from Government; that the actual number 
by the middle of May hardly exceeds 2 millions; that by the middle of May 
not more than 20,000 tons have been consumed, I believe that we have 
enough grain to sustain all those who need assistance, even if they number the 
full 8} millions, until the middle of October, and perhaps even till November.

As regards real result, they have 
carried а good quantity, some ten lakhs of maunds, or nearly 40,000 tons, for 
Eastern Tirhoot ; and though it is now certain that they will leave a considerable 
m of their engagement unfulfilled, we must needs accept what they have

On or about the 
23:4 April, 154,000 people were in receipt of such relief; the ‘number is now 
at least 200,000, and is increasing fast, A great number of persons of both 
sexes, the sick, the feeble, the very young who were employed on roads and 
other relief works will, under the better system, and stricter classification now 
enforced, become ostensibly what they in reality were before, recipients of 
charitable relief.

Extract of proccedings at the Government House conference of the 10% 
November 1873. 


Rrumr.—His Excellency the Viceroy then proceeded to the question of 
the distribution of gratuitous relief. The paragraphs in the resolution of the 
Government of India, which dealt with this important branch of the genera! 
subject, were based upon the experience of what had taken place in former 
years, and more especially on the reports of the Orissa Famine Commisssioneys 
and of the scarcity which prevailed in the North-Western Provinces in 1868.69, 

In the 73rd paragraph of their report, the Orissa Commissioners said that 
“there can be no better rule than that which has hitherto obtained, viz., that 
Government should supply employment by means of publie works, and that 
the public should supply the means of gratuitous relief to the helpless.” 

The Government would contribute an equal sum to that which had been 
collected from private individuals; this, however, would not, of course, 
constitute the maximum amount of relief which would in all cases be given by 
Government; the principles which would guide Government in this matter 
were the same as those which were adopted in the North-Western Provinces 
іп 1808-69, and which are thus described on page 5 of Mr. Henvey’s report :— 
“ The equivalent of private contributions was not the maximum limit of 
the Government gift, but an appropriation for disposal by the relief committees, 
Charitable relief must be held primarily the care of the public, but if public 
charity should fail from any cause, the Government must step in and save life.”

INSPECTION OF GRAIN STORE-HOUSES, 
RESOLUTION. 


SCARCITY AND RELIEF DEPARTMENT. 
Calcutla, the 20th May, 1874. 


Now that the grain store-houses in different parts of the famine district 
are full or rapidly filling, the Licutenant-Governor deems it necessary that all 
the larger golahs or store-houses should be visited and inspected by Special 
Officers. In some cases the sites for golahs were chosen and the buildings 
themselves constructed in a hurry by comparatively unskilled hands, as the 
necessities of the time did not admit of delay. 

2. Of the Government grain which has been stored, the soft-grained 
Bürmah rice is known to be susceptible to the ill effects of damp and to be 
liable to weevils; the coarser grains, especially gram, pulse, and maize, from 
the North-West, are liable to spoil. Against risks of this kind, it is, to some 
exient, possible to guard by mechanical arrangements. 

8. If persons skilled in the rice trade and in housing grain 
were available in sufficient numbers, the Lieutenant-Governor would have 
wished to engage their services to inspect the grain golahs. But the inspection 
must be completed before the rainy season begins; and as time is short, the 
. lieutenant-Governor has selected for the duty officers of the Transport

Some distress having recently broken out in the Julpigoree District in 
the Cooch Behar Division, I desire to record briefly what has been done. 

2. The territory is divided into two parts, east and west, by the River 
Teesta. On the east side the Teesta is the State of Cooch Behar, and the Buxa, 
Dooars incorporated in the Julpigoree district. On the west side of the river 
js the remainder of Julpigoree District. ` 

3. Originally the Julpigoree District, witha population of 418,665 souls, 
was not reckoned among the distressed districts at all. Jt was known to have 
had a ten-anna yield of the rice crop, its main staple—its supplies of grain 
were such that up to nearly the end of April it was exporting considerab ly to 
the nearest corners of the Purneah and Dinagepore Districts. "The State of 
Cooch Behar has had a good rice harvest, and has exported grain to the nearest 
portions of the Dinagepore and Rungpore Districts. In the Dooars, also, 
there was not any failure of crops. 

4. То this satisfactory description there has, however, always been one 
exception. In the southera corner of the Julpigoree Distriet thcre is a tract 
«known by the name of Boda which, though British territory, is the private estate 
of the Cooch Behar Rajah. This tract adjoins some of the distressed portions 
of the Purneah District (Kishengunge) and some distressed parts of the Dinage- 
pore District ( Raneeshonkol) This tract had a very poor rice crop, and 
sometime ago the Cooch Behar State, under British management, arranged to 
store grain there. Whatever grain has heen purchased by the State of Cooch 
Behar has been not for Cooch Behar itself but for the Boda Zemindaree in 
Julpigoree. 

5. Up to the middle of May, however, the local authorities appeared 
confident that in the main part of the Julpigoree district distress would not 
occur though there was anxiety from time to time about the exportation of 
grain from the district chiefly in the direction of the Purneah district, and 
certainly there was nothing in the outturn of the harvests to create, or even 
to justify, such an apprehension. 


6. On the 17th May, however, and on subsequent dates, the Commissioner 
has sent reports of prices suddenly rising to famine rates; of a tendency to 
panic in the grain markets; of a growing fear of short supply; and of several 
acts here and there of violence by villagers and others against the possessors 
of stocks. It certainly seemed that there must still be some stocks in the 
district, but that the possessors would not bring it out for sale, preferring to 
hold it in the expectation that things might become worse. The prevalence 
of any such impression was calculated to aggravate distress. 

T. I immedi directed the Commissioner to make use of the stocks 
already stored in Boda (as just described) for the assistance of the district 
generally, to take the grain in the nearest grain depóts belonging to the North-

The narratives of the districts of the Patna Division for the fortnight ending 
16th May. T 

Patna.—Supplies still continue abundant, but prices, though nearly 
stationary in Patna, show a decidedly upward tendency in Dinapore and Behar. 
The transport of fodder for Tirhoot being now all but finished, carriage will be set 
free for use of persons importing private grain into the Behar sub-division, and 
prices will, it is hoped, shortly fall. In the meantime the sales to the public 
of that grain in this sub-division, which is beginning to show signs of deterio- 
ration, is approved of. The increase of 99,052 maunds in private importations 
by rail is very satisfactory; but it is a subject of regret that the Railway 
Company should not, up to this time, have made any improvement in their 
arrangements for delivering grain at the Patna City station, The numbers on 
relief works have slightly increased, showing a total average of 14,883 laborers, 
against 14,297, thé number returned in the previous fortnight; but to these 
numbers must be added 1,549 employed on relief works undertaken by private 
persons, making the total number of laborers employed 16,382. The amount 
of work exacted from the laborers is satisfactory, as it ensures a good return 
for the money spent. 

Gya.—The condition of the people of this district still remains good, 
and prices firm. ‘here is an increase in the number of labourers on relief 
works, from 1,435 to 1,932; but the Collector reports that the present demand 
for work is not sufficient to allow of these works progressing with rapidity. 
This fact, and the result of the Collector's inspections and those of bis 
subordinates in various parts of the district, show that there is little 
distress, Government grain is being sold to laborers on relief works, and was 
for a short time sold to the publie.

The exertions of Pundit Ajoodya Prashad to induce the poorer classes of Brah- 
mins to work appear to have been wonderfully successful, and this officer 
deserves great credit for the practical way in which he has solved the difficulty. 
906,722 maunds of Government rice are reported to have been expended up to 
date, but few advances to ryots appear to have been given except in Durbhunga, 
where 14,273 maunds have been advanced. These advances should be made 
largely now that. the cultivating season is near at hand, in order to enable the 
ryots to support themselves while engaged in preparing the lands for and 
tending the coming crop. 

South  Tirhoot.—The Collector's narrative was received very late, No 
rain had fallen during the fortnight, and consequently in many parts of the 
district the preparations for the coming crop were very backward. The condi- 
tion of the people remained good, though distress was increasing. In Hajeepore 
supplies continue ample, but beggars are increasing, and there are 2,384 
persons receiving charitable relief, but as the Collector says, this is not a large 
number among a population of 544,000 souls. The Collector is about to visit 
the sub-division immediately, and will doubtless ascertain accurately what 
distress may exist at present and what may be anticipated in the future. In 
the Sudder sub-division relief arrangements scem to be perfected and working 
satisfactorily, now that the supply of grain is sufficient to allow of expenditure 
suficient to meet all probable requirements many difficulties which have 
been hitherto experienced will not recur. The Licutenant-Governor quite 
agrees with the Collector in his estimate of the value of the services of the 
planters in Superintending relief circles and relief operations generally. 


. The Lieutenant-Governor approves of advances being given to ryots in 
Tajpore who may have been unable to dispose of their tobacco, but these 
Advances must be given in grain. 

It is satisfactory to learn that grain payments are likely to be popular 
Among the laborers in this district, and now that the grain supplies are ample, 
they should be made on all works. The average daily number of laborers 
employed was 191,949, against 118,909 reported in last return.

they are now. Want of water is reported in many parts of the district, and 
advances are being given to dig pits in dried-up tanks in order to securea supply 
of water. The numbers on relief works have decreased from 175,575 to 
168,748 (out of whom 16,418 were employed under the Court of Wards), partly 
because the laborers have withdrawn to ‘till their lands, and partly because of 
an injudicious order of an Assistant Engineer increasing the amount of piece- 
work to be exacted from each laborer.

8. No case of grain-robhery was reported during the fortnight, and only 10 cases of 
theft, which were mostly of a trivial nature. 
Т annex the monthly statement of crimes prescribed by the, Government order 
Хо. 4801 of the 20th December last, which ought to have accompanied my last narrative, hit 
which was only received from the police office yesterday. It shows on the whole 194 cases 
last month, against 111 in 1873 and 166 in 1872. This increase in crime I do not consider 
alls for any special remarks, for though we have no famine, high prices must to some extent 
affect those classes of the people from which our criminals are generally drawn.

15. On the subject of disposing of the Government grain on the different relist 
works, us directed in Government, letter No. 2823 of the 4th instant, I have modo a special 
report to the Commissioner, in which I stated as follows :— 

In paragraph 3 His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor directs “that on all relief works 
one or other of the following alternative courses shall be followed” and goes on to шу that 
the wages due shall be converted into grain at the selling rates sanctioned for the district 
by the Commissioner. 

Reading this letter together with Government letter No. A8T.E. of the 25th ultimo, it 
would appear that the object which Government has in view in thus paying wages in 
kind is to afford relief to the laborers, as may be seen from the following extract : * Wor in 
the tracts where the laborers are in great numbers, there is absolutely no private grain 
forsale;" and again, *h opos that the question of sanction to an extra salesman at this 
grain store, or to an additional clerk at that reliof tank, will not be allowed to interfere with 
the prompt distribution of relief.” 

Now we have по such stato of things in this district for the present at least; and if 
ivate enterprise is not interfered with, I do not expect that we ever shall. According to the 
test police reports, and from private information received from all parts of the sti, 

our maris are well stocked with grain, and I would therefore ask whether it is incum- 
bent on me to incur a very large amount of extra expense in paying wages in kind, where it 
is not necestary for the benefit of the people.

there own way, may raise their rates to famine prices. i

and insist on my paying the laborers in kind, or should you give your consent to 
my selling it to baniahs as proposed, I should be much obliged by your fixing the sel 
rates ns required by elause 2, paragraph 3 of Government letter No. — of the

1 learnt, howover, that in each of these circles the sales had 
averaged 50 maunds a day, and that the demand tor Government grain was excessive. 
1 accordingly authorised both Superintendents to increase their sales to such an extent as was 
safely possible, pending the arrival of more grain. On one largo relief work th’ I visited 
(до Seraya—Paro Rond), there was the keenest competition among the laborers for the pur- 
chase of the grain, and the salesman complained that the ied of customers was at times 
s great that it was almost impossible to transact business. It was most satisfactory to find

30. On this subject the Hajeepore officer writes: “ During tho fortnight, Rs, 700 were 
advanced to two buniahs for the purchase of grain, It appears that buniahs are not quite 
willing to take advances as they are apprehensive of failure in carrying out their contract for 
want of carriage. As regards advances to ryots, Г am sorry lo say that very few genuine 
maa for them: TE ошу the petty malki who for the time cal theraselves ryots, come 
forward with applications for advances, but they do ко more with а view to pay off their old 
delis than to assist their tenantry, aud I am very unwilling to give advances to this сіше of 
nen. Genuine men ask for grain, not for money. I propose giving advances in grain to 
lord fide тусін ав soon as L get my allotment.” 

3l. The Tajpore officer writes to much the same effect; he says: “There are: по 
applications now pending for land improvement. 1 have since my last report allowed three 
= Petitions for advances for the import of grain. Four are now pending on this account.
